The cill which ben&tor “Hod” A. 
Taylor bas introduced in the amate to 
regulate railway tit flic, seeks to do for 
the people cf Wisconsin what the inter­ 
state I ail way law does for people who 
are shipping frcm cee Et&te into an­ 
other. 
There is a good drat more of common 
sense ojsiness principles in the Taylor 


b i l l than in b d v other railway bill which 
has b e e n introduced in the legislature for 
years. In it there is no scheme to crip­ 
ple railways, no attemptto cut down pas­ 
senger rah a, no vindictive epirit, noth­ 
ing 
that 
will 
strike 
any 
fai-r- 
minded man cr b e i n g in any wise harsh 
ornujnsl. 
It L i m p l y wants to do for 
Wiectuein what ihe railway laws do for 
Minnesota and Illinois. 
Under the bill 
a railway commission will be established, 
consisting of three members, each of 
which will receive 8 3 ,COO a year, and 
three doilais a day for traveling expenses- 
The chief provision cf the bill is the fol­ 
lowing st orion: 
That every common earner subject to 
the provijioLs of this act shall make, as 
soon as practicable, a schedule of reason­ 
able rates of charges for the transporta­ 
tion oi passengers and property over its 
various lines within this state, with a 
proper 
classification 
of freight, and 
also reasonable 
charges 
for 
ter- 
m’ual 
facilities 
&Ld 
privileges. 
Such 
schedules 
prepared 
as afore­ 
said by any such common carrier, shall 
be plainly punted in large type, and 
shall state the places upon its railroad 
between which pioperty an i passengers 
shah be carried, and shall contain the 
classification of freight in force upon 
such railway, and shall state separately 
the terminal charges and any rules an I 
regulations which in any wise change, 
affect, or determine any part of the ag­ 
gregate of such aforesaid rates, fares, 
and charges. 
Copies of such schedules 
immediately upon their being put in 
force shall be posted ic every depot or 
station in such place and manner that 
they can be conveniently inspected 
No 
advance shall be made in toe rates, fares 
and charges which have been established 
and published as aforesaid by sny com ­ 
mon carrier, in compliance with the re­ 
quirements of this section, except after ten 
days’ public notioe, which shall plainly 
state the changes proposed to be made iu 
the schedule then in force and the time 
when the increased rates, fares, or charges 
shall go into effect, and the proposed 
changes shall be shown by printing new 
schedules or shall be p ainJy indicated 
upon tbe£schedules in force at the time 
* and kept for public inspection 
* 
* 
And when any common carrier shall have 
established ana published its rates, fares, 
and charges in compliance with the pro­ 
visions af this section, it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for such common carrier to charge, 
demand, or receive from any person or 
persons a greater or less compensation 
for the transportation of passengers or 
for any service in connection therewith, 
than is specified in such published sched­ 
ule of rates, fares, and charges as may 
at the time be in foice. 
This Is the chief feature of the pro­ 
posed law. 
There are others of more or 
less importance, but none of them touch 
the railways so closely as the foregoing 
section. 
Although the bill asks 
for 
nothing bat what may be termed “reason 
blo and uniform rate,’' the railways will 
fight the bill—fight it en general prin­ 
ciples. They are against any legislation 
that 
effects their interests, iud will 
therefore m ete every effort to defeat the 
bill.

Tho Senate Passes the Sugar Bounty 
1.J8 'A m endm ent to th e Tariff Bill 
—W ashington' M atters. 


The New York Voice, is sending out 
circulars of inquiry, soliciting opinions 
oo the high license question. 
Althoog 
the questions are so 
dismgeniously 
framed as to entrap the unwary into giy- 
iDg replies favorable to “The Voice’s” 
theories, they do not always succeed in 
their object. Oue conspicuous and repre- 
lentative business man of Chicago, for 
example, after exposing the insincerity 
of the OLDvaEe, answers as follows to the 
inquiries quoted. 
It is true, as stated by Hon. Warner 
Miller, that high license everywhere di 
minishes drunkenness, pauperism aud 
crime, shuts up the dives and drives the 
saloon-keeper out of politics? 
Yea, in our opinion. 
Has the working of the high license 
law m jour neighborhood diminished the 
consumption of liquor? 
Yes. 
Has the tendency been to make the 
saloons larger and more attractive, and 
hence increase their tempting power to 
respectable young men ? 
We think not. 
Have the saloon-keepers been hostile 
to the party that paired the high license 
law? 
Yes. 
Is the CAnse of absolute prohibition 
helped cr b in d trtd by high license? 
Helped. 
The Voice wanted an honest opinion, 
but it is not likely that it will be honest 
enough to publish such an opinion as 
the one quoted. 


W ashington, Jan. 19.—In the House 
Friday morning the 
consideration 
of 
tho 
Territorial 
bills 
was 
resumed, 1 
the pending question being on tho Mac­ 
Donald substitute for the Springer, omni­ 
bus bill, which itself is a substitute for the 
Senate Dakota bill. 
The House proceeded immediately to 
vote upon the MacDonald substitute, which 
has never been read, but which embodies 
the main features or the omnibus bill, ex­ 
cept that it provides for the immediate ad­ 
mission of South Dakota. 
The substitute 
was rejected, yeas 117, nays 122, Messrs. 
MacDonald and Tarsney being the only 
Democrats joining in the solid Republican 
vote in favor of tho proposition. 
Mr. Springer then offered an amendment 
to the omnibus bill, providing that if a 
division of Dakota is authorized, and a ma­ 
jority of all the votes cast at the election 
provided for in the act shall be in favor of 
the Sioux Falls constitution of 1885, it shall 
be the duty of the convention which may 
assemble at Sioux Falls to resubmit to the 
people of South Dakota for ratification or 
rejection the Sioux Falls constitution of 
1885, and also the articles separately sub­ 
mitted at that time, including the selection 
of the temporary seat of government, with 
such changes as relate to the name and 
boundaries of the proposed State, to the 
reapportionment of the judicial and legis­ 
lative districts, and such other amendments 
as may bo necessary to comply with the 
provisions of this act. 
Mr. Springer demanded the previous 
question, but was induced to allow one 
hour’s debate by threats of filibustering 
from the Republican side. 
On motion of Mr. Perkins (Kan.) an 
amendment was adopted providing that if 
the Sioux Falls constitution is ratified by 
Ihe people of South Dakota the President 
shall issue his proclamation declaring tho 
State of South Dakota admitted into the 
Union. 
Mr. Springer’s amendment as amended 
was then agreed to. 
A similar provision 
relative to the admission of Montana was 
embodied in the substitute upon motion of 
Mr. Toole (M. T.) 
U tah B a le d Out. 
Mr. Dougherty (Fla.) offered an amend­ 
ment including Utah and Arizona, saying 
that he did not see why an omnibus bill of 
Democratic origin should let in all of the 
Republican Territories and keep out the 
Democratic Territories. 
He did not see 
why Utah should be kept out. 
Tho people 
were fully equal to Statehood and were 
among the most reliable Democrats in the 
country. 
Tho amendment was ruled out 
on a point of order. 
Tho House then proceeded to vote on tho 
omnibus bill as amended as a substitute 
for tho Senate measure, and it was agreed 
to by a party vote of yeas, 134; nays, 
120. 
Mr. Baker (N. Y.) then moved to recom­ 
mit tho bill with instructions to the com­ 
mittee on Territories to report back a bill 
for the immediate admission of 
South 
Dakota, and enabling acts for Montana, 
North Dakota, and Washington. 
Tho mo­ 
tion was lost—yeas IIG, nays .31. 
The Senate bill as amended by the sub­ 
stitution of the omnibus bill was then passed 
--yeas 144, nays 98. 
Mr. Springer moved 
to amend the title so as to conform to the 
Inxly of the bill. 
Mr. Springer’s motion 
was adopted and the House adjourned.

Tho Sugar B o u n ty 
A m en d m en t P assed 
B y a P arty V ote. 
W ashington, Jan. 19.—In the Senate 
the President’s message returning without 
approval a bill for the relief of William 
R. W harton and Charles H. Chamberlain, 
who had been register and receiver respect­ 
ively of the land office at San Francisco 
prior to 1877, to pay them the salaries of 
two clerks to the amount of $3,800, was 
presented and read. 
Tho bill and message were referred to 
the committee on public lands. The creden­ 
tials of Mr. Frye for the Senatorial term 
of six years from March 4 next were pre­ 
sented by Mr. Halo and read and placed 
on file. 
The sugar bounty amendment to the 
tariff bill came up and was passed by a 
vote of 27 to 23, party lines being m ain­ 
tained, except that Mr. Payne voted you 
with the Republicans and Mr Quay voted 
you with the Democrats against it. 
The 
amendment provides for a bounty of I cent 
a pound on sugar produced from beets, 
sorghum and cane grown in the United 
States. 
In 
the debate on the question Mr. 
Sherman 
advocated 
tho 
amendment. 
He believed that within ten years sugar 
enough could be produced in this country 
to supply the domestic market. 
It was the 
bounty paid for beet sugar in France and 
Germany that had stimulated Its enormous 
production in those countries. 
Mr. Reagan opposed the amendment and 
expressed his surprise th at the bounty was 
not also to be extended to maple sugar. 
He commenced upon Mr. Plumb’s support 
of the bill, in which he said, quoting 
Thomas 
H. 
Benton: 
“ The 
West 
and 
South 
are 
recognized 
in 
its 
burdens, not in its benefits.” 
He had been 
astonished to see Senators on the other side 
who represented agricultural communities, 
compelled by party exigency and party dis 
cipline to support a measure which distinctly 
and clearly sacrificed the interests of the 
States which they represented. 
He pro­ 
ceeded to quote against the proposed boun­ 
ty Judge Cooley’s work on “ Constitutional 
Limitations, ’ ’ b u t. was reminded by Mr, 
Spooner of a decision in the Michigan 
courts, afterward affirmed in the Supreme 
court of tho United States, holding that 
bounty on salt was constitutional. 
This 
point against his position was received by 
Mr. Reagan with an observation th at Sen­ 
ators on the other side could always find 
argument to justify the plunder of the 
other Senators’ constituents for the benefit 
of their own. 
Mr. Spooner criticised Mr. Reagan’s lan­ 
guage, w hich he said came with particu­ 
larly bad grace from a Senator who, 
having once taken an oath to support and 
defend the constitution, joined afterward 
with those who sought to destroy and over­ 
throw it. 
Mr. Spooner was asked os to the 
estimated annual amount of the proposed 
bounty, and gave the figures at between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000; but Mr. Allison 
interposed and gave the figures on the basis 
of the present production at not more than 
$3,500,000. 
Mr. 
Gibson predicted that under the 
bounty the production of sugar would in- 
rease five-fold every year, so that in five 
years the bounty to be paid out of the 
treasury would exceed the present revenue 
from sugar. 
Mr. Spooner questioned the correctness 
of that statement, and said that if it were 
correct he would not vote for the amend­ 
ment.

In v e stig a tin g C om m ittee. 
Madison, Wis., Jan. 19.—The joint com­ 
mittee appointed at the last session to in­ 
vestigate tho prison contract labor have 
reported to the Legislature. 
Tho report 
consists of 122 pages of type-written m at­ 
ter, in which tho subject of prison labor in 
various forms is described at length, and it 
starts out by saying that, all tilings con­ 
sidered, the contract system is the best for 
Wisconsin. 
Extracts aro given from the 
epinions of prison officials and others, who 
insist th at it is absolutely necessary to keep 
convicts employed. 
Tho committee gives 
its opinion that the labor of convicts should 
be made productive, on tho ground that it 
is unfair to make tax-payers support evil­ 
doers when they can be mado to pay their 
own way. 
This conclusion the committee 
also supports by copious quotations. 
A 
report was given of what was seen at 
various institutions and of the systems of 
employment in vogue there. 
W ith refer­ 
ence to Wisconsin the committee says: 
“ The committee, in conclusion, feels that 
Wisconsin is to bo congratulated on the 
mccessful management of its prison ami on 
having so efficient, industrious, and ex­ 
perienced a warden as Col. Carter has 
proved himself to be; and tho committee 
trusts that your honorable body will see fit 
to continue the success of the prison by not 
disturbing, changing, or modifying Hie 
present contract system of labor. ’ ’

And, I might add, further, that if my wish is 
complied with this coming spiing, this will be 
my last term aaa supervisor. I have been in 
the harness continually excepting one year for 
the past fifteen or sixteen years, eleven years of 
that time a mem ber of the county board; and it 
does seem to me that I have had all the honor, 
coupled with some curses, the office is entitled 
to. As a number of you gentlemen know, some 
of the duties of a supervisor are very unpleas­ 
ant, but I am free to acknowledge, excepting in 
my own home, the pleasantest hours of my life 
have been spent in this room, and I hope we 
may all part to-day with the same feeling to 
ward each other. 
It may apppear—and the chair don’t know 
but what it is out of place—to say anything in 
relation to the labor and desires of the county 
board: but desire to express some thoughts 
and facts before vacating. 
In perusing the 
proceedings for year* past, you will discover 
good, healthy resolutions adopted for the ben­ 
efit of tax payers, but I am sorry to say in cer­ 
tain cases, such resolutions have been ignored 
by a weak apology of not strictly complying 
with the statute. To be plain in the matter.it 
does seem to me (although I never heard any­ 
one say so), that a sheriff says to himself when 
elected: “Well, now I only have but two years 
in this office, and 1 1 'ink I will do as my pre 
deccseor has done—draw out of the county 
treasury every m ill the statute affords me. 
no matter what the county board may adopt and 
order to the contrary,” and it is the firm opin­ 
ion of your humble servant that more reform 
for banishing vagrants and tramps can be ac­ 
complished by a rigid discipline exercised by 
the sheriff at the Jail and aided by the city of 
Janesville, by building and using a lock-up, 
than by all other agencies combined.
